Hallow day, or All Saints’ Day, which 
is celebrated November lat, in honor of 
| the conversion, in the seventh century. 
of the Pantheon at Rome into a Christ 
ian place of worship. Pope Boniface 
| 1V. dedicated this day to the Virgin and 
all the martyrs. 
| Popular superstition has given the 
| thirty-first day of Octobor a peculiar 
character of ite own, no other day of the 
| year baving eo many and such strange 
| customs attached to it. Witches, dovila, 
| fairies and disembodied spirits ' walk 


inations attain their highest succeas 
with alland any who wish to try them. 
Although in some parts of the United 
States and Canada, the Hallaw o’en cus- 
toms aro sometimes observed by young 
peoplo, north England and Scotland may 
be said to be the birth place of Hallow- 
e'en festivities. Tha customs of this 
night are much alike wherever they are 
practised. Nuts and apples are always 
in great demand, and enormous quan- 
tities. of them are consumed. In the 
north of England Hallow-e’en is some- 
times called “nut-crack night. Nuts 
are useful for another purpose than the 
one they are usually put to. The maid- 
on who wishes to know which of her 
lovers is faithful puts two nuts on the 
bars of the grate. naming them after hor 
lovers. If either nut cracks, or flies off 
the grate into the fire, that lover will 
prove unfaithful; but if either nut 
blazes or burns, the lover is faithful, 
loving and true. 

Another way is to place two nuts on 
the grate, naming one for the lover, th 
other for herself. If they burn together 

uietly, all will go smote aud woll in 
the courtship aud qarraige ; but they 
star, sway from each other, the hoped- 
for happy ending of the courtship will 
never occur, 

Apples are used in several ways on 
Haliow-e'en, the two most popular! be- 
ing, perhaps, the attempting to take a 
bite out of an apple, suspended by a 
string from the ceiling without touch- 
ing it with the hands ; and ducking for 
apples inatub. This last feat is much 
more difficult to perform than it at first 
appears to be. The tub is full of water 
the apples, with and without stems, 
floating temptingly on the top. It does 
not look as if it would be-at all hard to 
pick one up with the teeth. Rut atthe

able growth of flesh and wool but it makes 
the wool richer and more valuable. A port- 
able shed could, be arranged to be moved 
about the fields, —s _— the sheep will 
readily congregate. . The poorest spots may 
be cae fertile, and the whole field by fre- 
quent and lar changes of the flock may 
be thoroughly enriched.

If Thad been asked what hind of feed 
the cattle found in my pasture, I might have 
said without much hesitation,-—daisies, aor- 

. rel, and huckleberry brush, with « little 
clover and Rhode Island red top. It seems 
to me the last two are the most desirable of 
any that I know. 

As to the best kind for hay, I think that 
depends very much on the use to which it 
is to be put. For those who do not sell hay 
I think the best kinds to seed are timotiiy, 
red topand clover, If any one wishes toseed 
often, and sell the hay the red top nad bet- 
ter be left out ; and if one has a farm from 
which he can gell most of his upland hay, it 
would be better to use mostly timothy and 
reseed often. 

If one can get ready it seems more natur- 
ai to seed in August ; doing this he is about 
sure of agocd crop the next year, while if 
he waits mach later, the grass hasn't time 
to root firmly, and, in case of hillside land, 
is liable to wash badly. On one piece I had 
a good crop where I seeded in the spring. 

When is the best time to cut grass for 
hay? lfone wants it for his own us), it 

er to begin when the earliest half 

is nearly grown. It is more work to dry it 
at this time, but it is much better for milk 
than it is when fully grown. lfone prefers

Clover Experiments. 

Observant farmers have noticed the habit 
of the aweet or Bokhara clover, Melilotus 
alba, of growing in the bottorre of brick- 
yards and in places along the roadside, 
where the sunface soil has been scraped 
away ; these unpromising situations ap- 
parently being chosen in preference to 
more fertile souls, Acting on the hint thus 
given, the Ohio experiment station in ISS 
plowed up, carefully prepared and seeded 
vo melilotus « piece of stuff clay land, part 
of which had been stri of its soil some 
ey vious for brick-naking, and which 

¢ been very unsatisfactory for till- 
age. The melilotus was allowed to grow 
wp and fall down, reseeding the ground 
antil the fall of 1891, when a quarter acre 
of the original patch was plowed and sown 
to wheat, the same quantity of similar land 
adjoining, which had been kept under ro- 
tation of rifPoats and: wheat, being pre- 
pared and sown at the same time and in the 
tan” manner, - 

The result was a yield of 18.6 bushels of 
wheat per acre from the land which had 
been cropped in rotation, while that which 
had grown melilotus yielded at the rate of 
26.9 bushels per acre, and is again self-seed- 
el with a dense growth of melilotas.

This experiment alone ia not conclusive. 
Probably the wheat crop would have been 
increased as much at the end of one year as 
by four years’ growth of melilotes ; but it 
was desired to study the habit of the plant 
in other respecta, eapecially that of eelf- 
seeding and continuous growth on the same 
land ; therefore, it wae undisturbed until 
it = demonstrated ita ability to maintain 
itaelf. 

The result in offered as a suggestion to 
farmers who have refractory and unproduc- 
tive clays which they may wish to amelior- 
ate cheaply. It mst be remembered, 
however, that the melilotus has the habits 
of a weed and must be kept in check ; but 
this is easily done. 

As the melilotus belongs to the same fam- 
ily of plant as the clover, it will be under- 
stood that its growth bs wg adds actual | 
fertility tothesoil, in addition to the physical | 
improvement produced hy its deep-growing 
roots, It may be sown broadcast in the 
spring or in July, at the rate of eight or ten 
pounds of seed to the acre.

Gilbert Istanders Taken in Proves to Cen. 
iral America~The Craise of the Steam- 
er Hontserrat. 


A San Francisco, Cal., despatch says :— 
A local paper contains an account of the 
cruise of the steamer Montserrat, which ar- 
rived here Thursday from San Jose de 
Guatemala, after having landed in Guate- 
malan ports 388 natives of the Gilbert 
Islands, who were delivered to wealthy 
plantation owners of Central America under 
a contract to become laborers there for a 
term of five years. The account is written 
by a reporter who left here in April last in 
the guise of a sailor and accompanied the 
vessel on the entire voyage. The account 
declares that the Montserrat was a slave 
ship, that the natives were sold in Guate- 
mala for $100 a head, the amount being 
taken in the guise of ‘* passage money.” It 
states that the steamer visited a number of 
places in the Gilber: group and shows that 
most questionable methods were resorted 
to to get natives aboard. Ina number of 
cases young lads were induced to go aboard 
the steamer and were frightened into signing 
# contract, and then their parents and other 
relatives, not being willing to part with 
them, would go aboard also, A number of 
oldand decrepid men and women and young 
children were among those secured. Upon 
arriving at Guatemala the plantation 
owners would sometimes demur at paying 
for such helpless labor, and these victims 
would then be presented in consideration 
of their paying for the more able-bodied 
ones, The manager of the expedition was 
W. H. Ferguson, who was also connected 
with another alleged slave-ship, the ill-fated 
Tahiti, which sunk with 400 Gilbert Island- 
ersalward, The reporter says that during 
the visit of the Montserrat to the islands 
Ferguson deceived the islanders as to the 
fate of their countrymen on the Tahiti, and 
told them they were safely landed in Mexi- 
The ac- 
count also states that of the 400 Gilbert 
islanders who were taken to Guatamala 
two years ago under the game conditions, 
to work on plantations, there are only 18) 
alive now, the others having succumbed to 
fevers and other diseases.

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MASSACRE OF (CONGO EXFEDITIOS. 


Shecking Cases of Canal belive. 


One of the survivors of the expedition 
which, under Major Hodister, was endeav- 
coring to establish a trading station at 
Rebi when the majority of ite mem- 
bers were massacred’ by Arabs and blacks, 
arrived home in thé British steamer Luala- 
ba (Captain J. W) Murray), and gives « 
thrilling account of the terrible experiences 
of the expedition. RKebi Rebr is one of the 
Arab villages on the Upper Congo, about a 
week's travel from Stanley Falla. It seeme 
that a young official frem che Congo Free 
State visited Rebi Rebi, and told the Arab 
lewler of the place that the State intended 
to take the village asa trading station. The 
district is really governed by a nephew of 
the great Tippoo Tib. He was’abeent from 
the town, but the great Arab leader told 
the officer that they would not allow him to 
take the place, but the officer replied that 
he would come back with 2000 men and 
take it, He did retarn, but only had 15 
blacks with him, and on the Arab askin 
where the 2000 men were; the officer sak 
they were coming. The Arab and his fol- 
lowers then fell upon the little band and 
killed them. After cutting off their heads 
the Arabs ‘ 


THREW THE CORPSES 


to the blacks to eat. The blacks in this 
region are out-and-out cannibals, but of 
course the Araba do not eat human beings. 
The — had been frieridly enough up to 
this time, but they have strenuously 
opposed any attempt on the part of the 
whites to deal direct with the natives in 
that quar.er, They have regarded their 
position as middlemen aa their absolute 
right, and to establish a trading station in 
the Katanga territory was looked upon as a 
step in the direction of doing away with 
their intermediary. Major Hodister, who 
was coming up with a numerous following, 
was a man well known to the natives, who 
regarded him with spevial favor. With hie 
expedition were twelve whites and a great 
nomber of natives, including also women 
and children. When they approached, the 
Araba, thinking they were the force of 2000 
men that the young Belgian officer spoke 
about fired into them. Major Hodister, who 
was on foot, was et his horse, and 
when the Arabs fired the Major's followers 
were abut to reply; but Major Hodister 
threw himself in front of them, throwing 
up his arma, end ordering them not to fire. 
de then advanced towards the Arabs on 
foot, with his horse still following. The 
Major intended to reason with the Arabs, 
and thought his presence would prevent 
bloodshed. He had not advanced far, how- 
ever, when the Arabs opened fire again, the 
unfortunate Major and several others being 
shot down, Those who did notescape were 
either shot down or otherwise killed, as the 
Arabs made

on the band. Of the 13 whites seven were 
killed, including Major Hedister, and as is 
customary with/the Arabs they cut off the 
heads of the slain, and gave them and the 
bodies to the blacks as their part of the 
“spoils of victory.” One of the first to be 
decapitated was poor Msjor Hodister him- 
self, and although in life he was such a fa- 
vourite with the Arabs, they paid no re- 
spect to his body in death, as it was given 
to the cannibals like the other corpses, and 
by them was eaten up. Indeed, it is re- 
a that the body of the unfortunate 

ajor was made a special meal or two of by 
the voracious natives. When the Arabs and 
their black allies made their terrible attack 
the expedition was quite unprepared for it, 
as it was felt certain that Major Hodister, 
when he advanced towards the Arabs, 
would have been able to make them cease 
hostilities, being so well known amongst 
them, At last, however, those who could 
made good their escape. The six whites 
who remained alone made for the river and 


got clear in a canoe going down the stream | jgid 


towards Stanley Pool, They had a long 
and trying journey before them. During 
the trip down the river one of the poor fel- 
lows was attacked with dysentery, to which 
he succumbed. A second e crazed and 
jumped overboard. The remainder, after a 
terrible time, reached Matadi. It was said 
that when the Arabs came to realize what 
they had done, the leader, fearing the wrath 
of Tippoo Tib’s nephew, had expreased his 
sorrow for the magsacre, and had offered to 
y in ivory an indemnity for the lives that 
ad been sacrificed by theexpedition. This 
he offered to do at the rate of 30 francs per 
man, which, it is said, is the value placed 
by the Arabs on the lives of their own peo- 
ple.

It sounds paradoxical, but it is true that 
the threatened visitation is a blessing in 
disguise.

We are all putting our 
houses in order, clearing away our middens, 
emptying our cesspools, purifying our water 
supply, and generally waging « holy war 
against dirt and uncleanness, It is a strik- 
ing illustration of the immense utility of 
sensationalism in the economy of the uni- 
verse. The cholera is really one of the 
least deadly of diseases if deadliness is to be 
computed by the numbers slain. Half a 
dozen other maladies tlay, year in and year 
out, ten men for one taken by the cholera; 
but they doit ina quiet, stealthy, ge 
non-sensational fashion, Hence they kill, 
and kill, and it does no good. Bat when 
the cholera comes along it produces the 
maximum of sensation by the minimum ex- 
penditure of lite, and does more good in ite 
sensational tour of three months than all 
the other diseases do in as many years. It 
is no doubt due to their appreciation of this 
fact that the journalists exhaust their re- 
sources in striking head-lines as if to get 
up a cholera panic. Otherwise their method 
of dealing with the cholera news would be 
murderously cruel.

Mr. McTavish is an 
experienced butter worker, but is not 
connected with the Agricultural Col- 
lege. He did not come to discourage 
cheese factories. In-a section of this 
kind it was his opinion that dairy farm- 
ing would be better than any other 
branch. The exported cheese last year 
amounted to $10,000.000 solid cash, 
and this year it would amount to more, 
He said the sooner butter was made in 
factories the better for the farming in- 
dustry. Hesaid the farmers should 
provide all the latest and easiest worked 
butter making equipments for their 
wifes. In the creamery in Oxford the 
patrons made mofe money and no butter 
was made on the farm. He said butter 
sold for 25 ets. per pound on the Eng- 
lish market. He said if cows are fed 
well in winter good buter can be made 
as well ak good cheese in summer which 
- will be profitable. This coukl not be 
done for a veir or two as the cows are 
not used to the winter milking and 
they must have warmer stables. Milk 
for churningeshould be used when in 
its fi-st aour ; in creameries this is done. 
Don't use it too sweet nor too sour.

34 per cent, of these solids is pure but- 
ter fat, and each pound of this fat will 
make about 11.10 pounds of good sol- 
able butter, so that from milk contain- 
ing 34 per cent. fat we might make 
from 34 to 4 pounds of good butter, 
containing about 84 per cent. fat, ete. 
and 16 per cent. water, salt, casein, ete. 
This pepsin may be 4 mixture, some- 
thing like rennet in its properties, pre. 
cipitating the solids other than fat, 
casein, sugar, etc., which become indor- 
porated in the butter, increasiug its 
bulk, certainly, but making a compound 
not really butter, but a mixture of 
cheesey matter, sugar and butter. As 
The Intelligencer, of Belleville, put it, 
“If a substance could be found which

If the cream 
has not been kept long and still foams 
then add a little varnish water and the 
butter will come all right. The next 
time you churn, however, warm the 
cream to a higher temperature before 
putting into the churn. The best way 
to warm cream is to set the cream can 
ina tub of warm water and stir until 
it gets to the right temperature. From

MARVELOUS GOOD LUCK. 


Fortune's favors partake of the marvelous 
at times. Few persons cognizant of the 
limits of bailoon endurance would think it 
possible that one carrying only two persons 
and but three bags of ballast could be kept 
afloat for thirteen hours and have half the 
sand left, even thouga hu nan life depended 
upon it. Hereare the facts to prove it pos- 
sible. Acountry fair in New Hampshire 
offered the occasion anda drizzly September 
day the time. 

Noone would have surmised, from the 
start made by the balloon, that it would take 
‘a northeast course immediately on entering 
the clouds, but it did, nevertheless. A de- 
scent for reconnoitering purposes an hour 
afterward revealed the fact that the White 
Mountains had been crossed in the interim, 
all vestige of civilization left behind, and 
that the great Maine and Canada wilderness 
was before us. It was astartling discovery, 
but we had many adventures together before, 
and naturally determined to make the best 
of the situation. 

Night was upon us when the balloon 
hovered over Lake Umbagog, upon one of 
the bends of which gleamed some hunter's 
campfire. Unfortunately it was out of our 
reach, and the best that could be done was 
to bring the balloon down lower, in the 
hopes of finding others. The drag-ropes 
trailed over the trees, until the balloon 
dropped behind a small mountain, where it 
was becalmed. This was an excellent op- 
portunity to make a landing, as the balluon 
might be moored to the trees, and we could 
alide down the rope. But what then? 

Our little basket of provisions would have 
lasted scarcely a single day. It seemed like 
madness to go further, and yet it was death 
tostop here. Half our ballast was already 
gone. How, then, could we hope to get 
out of the great wilderness with wnat re- 
mained ? 

Bat we determined to experiment with 
possibilities, and by eking out the sand to 
the last degree, we hoped, if we did not be- 
heve, that a safer harbor might be reached,

The French in Dahomey. 


The past few days have brought rumors of 
the death of Col. Dodds, commander of the 
French troops in Dahomey, of heavy rains 
that are delaying the expeditionary forces, 
and of unexpected resistance to the 
French at the town of Canna, cight miles 
from Abomey, the capital, We do not 
know whether these reports are true, 
but it is certain that almost to the gates of 
Abomey the French have had a rapid march 
and brilliant success. King Behanzin fortifi- 
ed four lines of defence, three on the Wheme 
River and one in the littiestretch of country 
between the river and his capital. Three of 
theselines felleasily into the hands of invad- 
rs whose loss was small, while thatinflicted, 
upon the natives was severe, The Amazons, 
or women fighters, have, as usual, displayed 
the greatest bravery, and many of them 
have fallen, during their recklees charges. 
almost at the muzzies of the French guns. 
Canna, where the French are now report- 
ed to be, derives o sacred character from 
the tact that it contains the royal tombs, 
It is said that Behanzin has been very anx- 
ious to avoid a battle at Canna, for fear that 
such an event would involve the destruction 
of the funeral monuments. It is probable, 


however, that if the French get possession, 


of this.town it will be the signal for the 
complete collapse of Behanzin’s power, as 
ho now retains his throne chiefly by virtue 
of the religions prestage he enjoys.

the American flag in England, I canmot 
regret the late incident at Harlem, N. ¥., 
wherein school boys — down an Ruglish 
flag and tore it into handreds of pieces, and 
scattered the fragments aboat street, 
trampling them under foot amd the cheers 
of older onlookers.” The action of these 
boys is to be regretted, but not se much as 
the fact that the people in Harlem and a 
considerable portion of the pres should 
treat this demonstration of senseless pre} 
udice as the correct spirit of patriotiem, It 
is neither patriotiem nor true Americaniam, 
Therefore, we should not encourage it in 
our children, That English flag was un- 
furled and placed above ita owner's door 
not in a apirit of detiance, but asa token of 
respect for the day and oocasion, *“ Look 
on this picture and then on that.”

Experiments with Carrier Pigeons, 


In consequence of the difficulty of connect- 
ing Rathlin Island, off the north coast of 
Ireland, by telegraphic cable with the main- 
land, the commitiee of Lloyd's have been 
making trial of carrier pigeons as a means 
of communication with the Lioyd’s signal 
station on Kathlin. A loft of these birds 
bas been established at Ballycastle, where 
they are trained to fly to aud from 
Rathlin. So far this experiment has 
proved very successful. During the naval 
manceuvres Captain Henderson, of Her, 
Majesty's ship Arethnuaa, wishing to make! 
experiments with carrier » op 
plied for the loan of some from d's loft 
at Ballycastle. The application waa acced- 
ed to by the committec of Lloyd's and thirty 
three birds were placed at Captain Hender- 
son's disposal, as well as the services of one 
of the caretakers of the pizeon loft. Of the 
33 birds only eight were trained, and these 
had been trained only to fly from Rath- 
lin Island to the mainland, a distance 
of nine miles. The remainder were young 
birds and untrained. Captain Henderson 
reports that 17 birds were flown with mes- 
sages when the ship was cruising near the 
Mull of Cantyre and Rathlin—the sight 
trained birds and nine others. The eight 
homed safely at Ballycastle, also three of 
the untrained Dirde. Captain Henderson 
judges from these results that the experi- 
mente, though hastily improvised and made 
without _— arrangements, show that 
well-trained birds may be trusted to convey 
messages from squadrons and ships for dis- 
tances extending several hundred miles 
from the land, and may be the means of 
saving much wear and téar uf ships and 
consumption of coal,

A Fast Steamship. 


The City of Paris broke three ocean rec- 
ords on ita last westward voyage across 
the Atlantic. She beat her own record for 
the fastest voyage ever made previously by 
one hour and thirty-four minutes, m ing 
the voyage in five days, fourteen hours a 
twenty-four minutes. She also held the rec- 
ord for the fastest average speed per hour, 
and on this voyage mereased it by twenty- 
two hundredths of a knot, raisieg the record 
to 20.70 knots per hour. The record for the 
greatest run ina single day was held by 
the Teutonic, which ran 528 knots in one 
day on her most famous voyage a few menths 
ago. The City of Paris made 530 knots in 
A knot, that is, a nautical mile, 


statute mile, The best day’s run of the City 
of Paris waa accordingly equivalent to 610 
statute miles ; that is, toa railway run of 
610 miles. Her average speed per hour, in 
statute miles, was 23.87.

Mr. Wartel Discovers oe Cavern of Peculiar 
Form With Basalt Walls. 


KE. A. Martel, the famous explorer of 
caves, has discovered a new type of cavern 
in France. He entered it by a natural shaft 
which sinks into the ground through o 
solid basalt formation, Ihe shaft is about 
thirteen feet in diameter, At its bottom is 
a side passage about eight feet long leadin 
to a cavern which sinks far below the lev 
of the passage, andin its largest extent 
stretches away about 150 feet. If this 
cavern were ina limestone formation its origin 
could easily be explained, but throughout the 
cavity ia in basalt, and it ia probably a 
freak of volcanic activity which forced the 
basalt up to the surface of the earth. 

The bottom of the cavern is covered with 
water, and above it a stratum of carbonic 
acid gas about fifteen feet thick. 1t was,of 
course, impossible for Mr. Martel.to reach

When the first news of the wreck reached 
Peniche a = of seafaring men started 
for the scene of the disaster. They had to 
make their way over a long range of sand 
hills in the face of a blinding rain and a 
wind that was blowing with « terrific fury. 

The spray from the sea was bellowing far 
inland and wherever it struck their exposed 
ekin it stung like nettles. The journey was 
# long and toilsome one, but the party sur- 
mounted all difficulties and finally reached 
Gronho. 

EXHAUSTED ON THE BRACH. . 

There on the bieak shore they found 
Captain Hamilton, Lieutenant Roche, who 
are officers in the British Indian Army ; 
and five Lascara, part of the Roumania’'s 
crew. These men were all perfectly naked. 
They had been completely exhavated by 
their struggle to reach the shore and had 
fallen on the beach, where the incoming 
‘waves washed around them. Had they re- 
mained long in their position they would 
have died from exposure or-been drowned. 

The Portuguese seamen lifted the pros- 
trate men and placed them on the backs of 
seven of their number, and carried them 
across the sand to the town. Here doctors 
belonging to the garrison were called to at- 
tend them. They were placed in bed and 
restoratives were applied and slowly they 
gained strength. 

The authorities of Paniche are doing 
their utmost to establish the identity of the 
dead before they are burie 1. The , how- 
ever, is accompanied with great difftculty, 
asin many cases there is not a single artic 
of clothing or jewelry by which the dead 

ht be recognized. 
soon as the news of the wreck spread 
great crowds of people, many of them from 
places « considerable distance inland, 
gathered along the shore and seized upon 
the wreckage as it came to the land, 


Two men saw something floating in the 
water that they thought would prove a 
valuable prize. They rashed inte the surf 
and just as they were about to grasp it 
were picked up by a receding wave and car- 
ried ont into water, where they drown- 
ed in the sight of hundreds,

While the india robber ¢f commerce has 
| been obtained from many different parta of 
| the globe, the world has been compelled to 
| look to Central and South America for the 
| bulk of its supply. South America, especial- 
ly Brazil, isthe territory upon which the 
commercial world relies,and when the atate- 
ment is made that there is t danger of 
| the diminution of the supply of crude rub- 
ber frem the Amazon valley it awakens 
thought. 
| . Figuratively, the rubber trees of the 
Amazon are gold mines, which require no 
shafts, no machinery,no costly experiments, 
no guess-work, and practinntiy no risk nor 
labor. The only thing to be guarded against 
is the killing of the geese which lay the 
golden eggs. All that hasto be done to 
accumulate riches from the rubber trees is 
to hire the willing natives to enter the 
jungles, tap the trees and let the liquid gold 
run inte one’s coffers, r 
In the great rush for beéoming suddenly 
rich, however, in the lower Amazon field— 
the delta—many rubber forests have already 
become exhacated. While the coming Bra- 
zilian congress intends to discuss the ques- 
tion of preserving the forests, no such pre- 
cautions have as yet been taken at all. 


If but three gashes per day are made in 
the rubber tree and the hatchet in the care- 
leas hands of the native does not penetrate 
or strike the wood the tree does not appear 
to suffer from the treatment, except that 
the trunk grows thick and the scarred sur- 
face becomes irregular and bumpy. 

It will continue, however, in good health 
and yield milk in abundance for thirty or 
or forty years, If the blow trom the hatchet 
weenie in the slightest degree the wood of 
the tree it dies. Decay begins at this 
wound. As the wood is soft a little weevil 
called punilna entera the decayed spot, asa 
worm does the body, and hastens: the de- 
struction, The tree may drag out a miser- 
able, half-dead existence, but, as they say 
in Portuguese, it is ‘ candado.” 

It will be seen how very easily the de- 
struction of even almost “inexhaustible” 
forest may be completed by a mere blow 
of ahatehet inthe hands of a marauding 
native. For this reason very many of the 
once ‘‘ inexhaustible” rubber swamps of the 
lower Amazonare already wholly or partially 
abandoned, and the same fierce onslaughts 
are being made upon the virgin swamps of 
the upper tributaries. Renters of swamps 
are naturally less careful of the trees than 
are owners, who manage the property from 
acentral station. But the principal forests 
are “‘owned” in Para or Manaos by those 
dealers who are interested only in the pres- 
entsupply, and who have no interest in the 
future production. 
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This carelessness with regard to the 
futare can be offset with’ cultivation else- 
where, if hegun at once, and those who have 
laveatinnted the matter believe that the 
everglades of Florida offer the best induce- 
ments for experimental culture, The epn- 
ditions of moisture, heat and soil there are 
justabout onapar with the conditions 
where the rubber tree flourishes, and as for 
wonderfully remunerative returns there is 
no question. Itis simply a matter of time. 
Many years elapse before the rubber tree 
produces sufficient milk to justify its plant- 
irg, but after it does begin to do so the 

rofit is sufficient to pay for much greater 

elay. It is true, however, that Brazil is 
** the landof to-morrow, ” and if anything is 
done Anglo-Saxon energy must do it. 

The rubber tcee of the Amazon valley 
grows spontaneously. A man can gather 
enough of the nuts in a day to plant a quar- 
ter section of land. They germinate easily 
and grow rapidly, 538 trees will do well to 
each acre, the land needs no preparation 
and no cultivation or care is necessary. Tak- 
ing most unfavorable figures of the rubber 
swamp and applying them to the rubber 
grove, the man who cares for 150 trees in 
the swamp could care for an acre with 
its 538 trees. Asfour kilos is an aver 
yield from the 150 trees, his 538 would 
yield him fifteen kilos perday. One 
dollar per kilo i an average price, 
and so the laborer conld make $15 

rday, with no outlay but his ordinary 
iving expenses during four or five months 
in the year. : 

In 1865 Joaquim Antonio da Silva, now 
deceased, but then living on the River 
| Guama, twelve miles above the city of Para, 
had 20,000 young rubber trees planted op 
the low alluvial island in the river called 
Bom Intento, which tormed part of his 
estate, He paid to Francisco Rahia, the 
man who did the work, the sum of 16 cents 
| apiece fot the young trees when planted. 
| The 20,000 young trees thus cost him a 
| totaloutlay of 33,200. Unfortunately tne 
| trees were all planted near the margin of 
| the island on its whole circumference, as 
| only asmall partof the island was to be 

planted, end it was less trouble to plant 
| near the shore than to work his way through 
the jungle further inland. 

The tide ebbs and flows with tremendous 
power and tears away and builds up the 
island at one or the other end, alternating 
by periods of ten years, Consequently only 
about 1,000 of the original 20,000 trees _re- 
main.

They were Captain Gustav Thommesen | 
and fourteen men of the Norwegian barque 
“Kong Oscor IL,” which sailed from St. 
Thomas, Quebec, for Dublin, Ireland, on 
October 1, with a cargo of lumber. They 
were rescued by a lifeboat from the ‘‘Noord- 
land” on Friday night, October 28, in 
latitude 48 deg. MS min. and longitude 37 
deg. 32 min., while a furious gale was 
blowing and great hailstones were filling 
the decks and rigging with a coating of ic>. 
The barque was on her beam ends at the 
time. It is thought that she must have 
gone down alter the crew left her. 

The men, who remained on the ‘Noord. 
land” all last night, will apply to the Nor- 
wegian Consul for help to-day. They lost 
all of their ptoperty, and are penniless, 
“We had often up all hope,” said griz- 
zled old Captain Thommeson last night, 
“and in all my life I never had cause to 
thank God for such a welcome sight as the 
* Noordland’s’ lights as she heve in sight 
through the blackness and hail that night.” 
** We ran into a gale the day we left St. 
Thomas,” went on Captain Thommeson, 
‘which turned intoa hurricane, and we 
never had any other weather until our ship 
foundered and we were rescued by the 
brave men of the * Noordland.’” 
‘Lhe first gale struck the vessel on the 
night of October 1. It turned into a hurri- 
cave the following day. The bark was 
hove to under her main lower topsail until 
it was blown out of the bolt ropes, The 
wind veered suddenly on October 4, from 
the southwest to the northwest. The cross 
seas became terrific. Sea after sea boarded 
the bark. Carl Anderson, a seaman, was 
knocked down by one of them and sustain- 
ed fractures of both arms. The vensel 
labored in mountainous seas all that night. 
At daylight the wind increased to a vel- 
ocity of sixty miles an hour. A sudden 
blow carried away the foretopmast, yards 
and saiis and bowsprit. 
Then, with no stays to hold it, the main- 
mast and yards went into the sea. The 
shock ripped open the barque’s seams and a 
flood of water poured into hor hold. The 
deckhouse, boats, water casks and every- 
thing on deck were washed away. The 
pumps were manned, but attempts to keep 
the hold clear of water were without avail. 
The hurricanes continued unabated from 
October 1 until October 28. During that 
time the men had only salt water soaked 
ood, eaten cold. The fresh water was also 
tainted. The vessel had been half submerg- 
ed all of the time and the men were wring- 
ing wet from one day's end to another. 

tvery man on board was completely ex- 
hausted by October 28. They were cold, 
weary and hungry, They had almost re- 
signed themselves to death, and while 
clinging to the wrecked rizying, wondered 
why the hulk did not sink and end their 
misery. Their suffering had conquered the 
fear of death, when night, with the hurri- 
cane and hail, came on. 

They had huddled together on the cabin 
tov to keep each other warm about nine 
o'clock. Captain Thommeson clung to the 
mizzen shrouds, vainly searching the tumb- 
ling waters with his glass for a vesse.'s light.

The exhausted men leaped to their feet 
and gave three faint cheers, 

** Quick ! run for the rockets!” shouted 
the captain. The mate dashed down into 
the half-submerged cabin, When he came 
out he held the distress signal light in his 
hand. 

‘*Light them! light them!” cried the 
captain as the crew crowded around. A 
match blazed and thena rocket sped up 
into the black sky, while a red light illumin- 
ated the angry sea. Another rocket was 
fired. An answering white and green light 
shone out from the decks of the huge 
Atlantic liner in the distance and she came 
to a stop.

The 
facts which give rise to the excitement are 
ae follows : The town and fortress of Kuda 
were during the revolation of 1849 defend. 
ed by the Austrian General Hentzi, with 
5,000 Austrian troops, against nearly 39,- 
000 Hungarians, and when the latter, after 
a siege of seventeen days, finally stormed 
the fortress, they found its commander 
covered with wounds and at the point of 
Some 300 men had also fallen 
sround him, So impressed were the victors 
by the heroism of the small garrison that 
those who survived the combat were allow- 
ed to march out with all the honors of war. 
The fortunes of the revolutionary army 
afterward changed, The insurrectionists 
were defeated at Vilagos, and Gen. Haynan 
commenced his sanpuinary regime over the 
unfortunate country. 

It was during that time, three yearsafter 
the death of Gen. Hentzf, that a monument 
was erected by the Austrian army at the 
spot where the commander and his men had 
fallen, namely the George Plats, m Buda. 
The column bearing the names of the of- 
ficers and men who succumbed there was 
for years regarded by the Hungarians as 
the visible expression of Austrian tyranny, 
as practised at the time by a merciless 
military administration, and no Hungarian 
passed the Hentzi monument without 
curses, Thus the column became the em- 
bodiment of the national hatred against op- 
pressors of the Haynau type. 

When it was proposed to unveil a monn- 
ment to the Honveds who fell in the cause 
of Hungarian independence some of the 
Honved veterans proposed that, as a mark 
of complete reconciliation, honor should 
also be shown to the Hentzi Monument. To 
this the Emperor and his Hungarian 
Premier, Count Szapary, agreed. A most 
violent opposition at once developed, and 
the Honved memorial ceremony was post- 
poned, The opposition and agitation have 
continued to grow, with the above result.
